ODRDER

On October 17, 2017, the Commission entered an Order establishing a procedural
schedule that required all initial requests for information to Kentucky-American Water
Company (“Kentucky American”) and Eastern Rockcastle Water Association, Inc.
(“Eastern Rockcastle”) (collectively, “Joint Applicants”), to be filed no later than October
25, 2017. On October 26, 2017, James E. Ballinger and Thomas P. Dupree, Jr.
(collectively, “Intervenors”), through counsel, simultaneously filed their motion for Leave
to File First Request for Information out of Time (“Motion for Leave”), along with the
Intervenors’ First Request for Information. In support of their Motion for Leave, the
Intervenors state that counsel inadvertently docketed the expedited case deadline
incorrectly on his calendar.

On October 31, 2017, Joint Applicants and the Intervenors filed their joint motion
to Extend Joint Applicants’ Deadline to Respond to Intervenors’ Data Requests (“Joint
Motion to Extend the Deadline”). In the Joint Motion to Extend the Deadline, the Joint

Applicants state that they do not oppose the Intervenors’ Motion for Leave. Further, the

parties request the Commission to extend the deadline for the Joint Applicants to



respond to the Intervenors’ First Request for Information from November 6, 2017, until
November 10, 2017, and to allow the remainder of the procedural schedule to remain the
same.

The Commission, having considered the Motion for Leave and the Joint Motion to
Extend the Deadline, finds that good cause exists to grant leave for the Intervenors to file
their First Request for Information out of time, and to extend the deadline for Joint
Applicants to file their responses to the Intervenors’ requests to November 10, 2017.
However, the remainder of the October 17, 2017 Order will remain in effect, and Joint
Applicants shall file the responses to the Commission’s First Request for Information by
November 6, 2017.

IT IS HEREBY ORDERED that:

1. The Intervenors’ Motion for Leave is granted.

2. The Joint Motion to Extend the Deadline is granted.

3. All other provisions of the Commission’s October 17, 2017 Order that are
not in conflict with this Order are still in place.

4. Nothing contained herein shall prevent the Commission from entering
further Orders in this matter.
